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DETAILED ACTION 

I. Rejection of claims 9,10 under 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph will not be maintained 
in light of amendment filed 1/3/07. Claims 9 and 10 are cancelled. 

II. Rejection of claims 1-15 under 35 USC 101 provisional double patenting with 
respect to USAN 10/848,656 will not be maintained in light of amendment filed 
1/3/07. Claims have been amended to overcome the rejection double patenting 
rejection and Terminal Disclaimer has been filed 1/3/07 to avoid the citation of an 
obviousness-type Double Patenting Rejection. 

III. The reason for rejecting claims 1,2,12-15 under 35 USC 103(a) as being obvious 
over HU (USPN 740) will not be maintained in light of amendment filed 1/3/07. 
Claims 1,3,9,10,15 have been cancelled. 

IV. New Rejection 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2,4-8,11-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over Hu. Hu discloses the compound 4-cyclopentyl resorcinol in solid. Hu also discloses 

administering 4-cyclopentyl resorcinol, in the form of a composition, to a patient in order 

to lighten skin or reduce pigmentation of the skin. Note in a claim to a product a 
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description of the product such as x-ray data does not provide patentable weight since 
the product is already known.
